1. KNUD DAMGAARD, MEMBER OF DANISH PARLIAMENT, INTERNATIONAL 
VICE PRESIDENT OF THE ATALNTIC ASSEMBLY (NATO PARLIAMENTARIANS), 
MEMBER OF THE COUNCIL OF EUROPE AND INFLUENTIAL MEMBER OF 

THE DANISH HOME GUARD, HAS REQUESTED USG TO FACILITATE AND

B. THE PROJECT WOULD EAVORABLY INELUENCE YOUNG DANES

D. KNUD DAMGAARD, LEADING MEMBER OE PARLIAMENT, IS 
A KEY FIGURE IN THE LARGER PICTURE OE DANISH DEFENSE 
POSTURE. HE PLANS TO LEAD THIS GROUP PERSONALLY AND HIS 
OWN FAVORABLE OUTLOOK COULD BE EURTHER ENHANCED THROUGH 
ADROIT HANDLING OF THE GROUP IN THE US AND DISPLAYED
